The total area of public lands is ap- 
proximately 1.809.559.8400 acres, of which 
893,965,476 acres are undisposed of.

“The avowed policy of the govern- 
ment to preserve the public domain 
for homes for actual settlers has no 
more implacable and relentless foe than 
the class that seeks to occupy the pub- 
lic lands for grazing purposes by 
maintaining unlawful fences thereon. 
The fight between this class and the 
government has been going on (for 
years, and resulted in the passage of 
the act of February 25, 1885, which 
provides for the institution of. civil! 
proceedings for the removal of such 
fences and criminal prosecution of the 
trespassers, and authorizes the Presi- 
dent, if necessary, to call out the civil 
and military authorities to 
such unlawful enclosures; but, 
withstanding the passage of said act 
and the efforts of this department to 
enforce it, t abuse has continued, 
and the be claries thereof have 
grown so bold and arrogant that they 
practicaily defy the efforts of the de- 
partment and the government to ex- 
ecute the law. 

OBJECTIONABLE BILL. 

“There is now pending before Con- 
gress a bill entitled, ‘A bill to provide 
for the leasing, for grazing purposes, 
of the vacant public domain, and re- 
serving all rights of homestead and min- 
eral entry, the rentals to be a special 
fund for irrigation.’ Should that bill 
become a law, the public domain in the 
sixteen States and Territories men- 
tioned therein, aggregating an area of 
525,000,000 acres, practically all of the

Mississippi, would be’ subject to lease 
at 2 cents per acre for ten years, with 
a privilege of .renewal for ten years 
more. 

“It is needless to say that such a bill, 
if enacted into law. would place the 
last acre of desirable public land out of 
the reach of the homes«eker and defeat 
the purpose of the government to pre- 
serve the public domain for homes for 
actual settlers.

MR. LOUD’S DEFEAT. 

BRINGS AN OFFICIAL INQUIRY. 

‘BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.! 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The defeat of Representa- 
tive Eugene F. Loud California ¢or 
reéiection to Congress has provoked an 
investigation into the political activ- 
ity of letter-carriers. The investiga- 
tion Is being made by the Postoffice 
Department, and the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Letter Carriers’ Associa- 
tion was summoned before Assistant 
Postmaster-Genera] Wynn. It ie 
charged that J. C. Keller of Cleveland, 
president of the association, compassed 
the defeat of Mr. Loud. 

Mr. -Loud’s activity in cutting down 
the attempted increases of salary 
earned for him the enmity of the pos- 
tal employés of the country. This year, 
it is charged, the letter-carriers uh- 
dertook a systematic campaign for his 
defeat, to the ehd that an obstacle to 
the passage of the bill for a general 
increase of salaries might be removed. 
It was asserted that a large sum had 
been raised for the purpose. 

Some time ago Mr. Keller went to 
San Francisco on leave of absence, and 
was summarily ordered home by Mr. 
Wynn on account of charges that he 
was in California working for the de- 
feat of Mr. Loud. Reports are cur- 
rent that Representative Loud intends 
to make an important speech in the 
House at the coming session, in which 
he will point out what he considers 
the mora! of his-own defeat, and warn 
the country against allowing govern- 
ment empleyés to compel Congress- 
men to yield\to their wishes on pain of 
defeat at the polls. 


_ COLORS FOR ADMIRALS. 

OLD NAVAL TITLES REVIVED. 

(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Navy Department has 
hud to manufacture some new flags in 
order to equip the rhips that will ac- 
company the numerous admirals in 
the Crribbean Sea maneuvers. The oc- 
casion will revive for a time the un- 
usual terms of the “Admiral of the 
Red.”’ the “Admiral of the White,” and | 
the “Admiral of the Bige,” once so 
common in the early days of the Brit- 
ish navy. This combination of titles 
by c@lor will be due to the presence 
of Admiral Dewey in supreme com- 
mand. 

Admiral Dewey will hoist the four- 
starred flag of blue, the flag of the 
full admiral; Admiral Higginson, the 
senior officer of his grade, will also 
fiy a blue flag, but it will contain only 
two white stars; Rear-Admiral Sum- 
ner, next in rank, will show a red flag, 
with two white stars,,and Rear-Ad- 
miral Crowninshield and Coghian, se- 
nior officers, will each hoist a white 
flag, with two blue stars. The only 
thing to show that Rear-Admiral Cogh- 
lan is “baby admiral” of the fleet will 
be the display of his flag from the 
mizzenmast of his flagship, instead of 
from the regulation place. 

These distinctive flags will be em- 
ployed only when the flag‘officers are 
together in ohe command. When the 
maneuvers are ended and the squad- 
rons resume their former independent 
organizations, the three subordinate 
rear-admirals will haul down ‘their 
flags of red and white, and fly the blue 
flag with the two stars of a command 
ing flag officer.

‘NEW OCEAN-TO-OCEAN LINE. 
GRAND TRUNK BEHIND iT. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS-P.M) 

MONTREAL, Nov. 23.—Canada is te 
have a sceond transcontinent! rail- 
way from ocean to ocean, The an- 
nouncement was made today by 
Charles M. Hays, second vice-president 
and general manager of the Grand 
Trunk Railroad. The construction 
will be begun as coon as the necessary 
legislation can be obtained from the 
Canadian Parliament, The Grand 
Trunk will be behind the new 
road, and will operate it, but, as in the 
case of the Grand Trunk lines west of 
the Detroit River, it will be constructed 
under a separate corporate name, the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany. 

The new line, according to Hays's 
statement, will have a mileage of about 
3000 miles, and the construction, in- 
cluding equipment, stations, bridges, 
ships and other facilities, will itvoive 
an expenditure of from $75,000,000 to 
$100,000,000. According te the present 
arrangement, the new system will run 
through that portion of Northern On- 
tario known as New Ontario, starting 
from North Bay, or Gravenhurst, 
Ont., and extending through Maal- 
toba, the Northwest Territories and 
British Columbia to Butte Inlet, or 
Port Simpson, B. C., as later may be 
determined upon. The line will be one 
of the most modern and up-to-date, 
having in view especially low grades, 
long tangents, steel bridges and heavy 
rails, as well as ample station facili- 
ties and equipment for the handling 
of freight and passenger traffic. 

“No one,” said Hays, who has been 
studying the wonderful developments 
that have taken place in the Northwest 
during the last few years, “can fail 
to be deeply impressed with the 
growth of that extensive and rich ter- 
ritory, and our directors feel that, in 
view of the apparent need of addl- 
tional railway facilities, and in order 
to guarantee to the present Grand 
Trunk system direct connection with 
that very important and growing s¢ec- 
tion of Canada, the only wise policy is 
to take active steps toward this exten- 
sion.” 

The building of this transcontinental 
route has been under consideration by 
the Grand Trunk directorate for some 
time, but it was only during Hays's 
recent visit to England that it was de- 
elded to carry out the project at as 
early a date as possible. Hays added 
that the line would probably be in 
full operation within five years, and 
that steamship ilines on the 
would cote as a necessary adjunct.

CENSUS BUREAU’S MISTAKES. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] Uncle Sam's big. expen- 
sive Census Office is not as accurate 
in its figures as it might be, according 
to the report made by a committee 
of the National Board of Trade. For 
several months, the Census Office and 
statistical division of the Department 
of Agriculture have been wrangling 
over the correctness of the figures re- 
turned on agricultural lands. The 
Statisticians of the Agricultural De- 
partment assert that the Census Office 
has greatly exaggerated its figures. 

The controversy resulted in the Na- 
tional Board of Trade appointing a 
committee to investigate. After thor- 
ough investigation, the committee's re- 
port, filed with President Randall, at 
Baltimore, asserts that the Census Of- 
fice figures are incorrect and unreliable. 
The committee investigated the crop 
cards of the Census Office to the num- 
ber of 1.230.727, and found 16,500 errors, 
or a percentage of 1.34. Much of the 


report is devoted to statements about 
the defective working of tabulating 
machines. 


One of the most glaring errors was 
the report on the areas of farm lands. 
In 101 counties, the committee found 
the census officials had returned a 
larger area of farm land than the en-

SAN DIEGO, Nov. 23.—George W. 
Marston, president of the San Diego 
and Eastern Railway, returned today 
from New York, where he has been 
during the past month in the interest 
of the construction of that read from 
this city to Yuma, and thence to a 
transcontinental connection in Arizona. 

In statement over his signature 
Marston says: 

“Several New York capitalists are 
actively plannipg to build this new 
line. They have a bold object in view, 
one which will require $20,000,000 of 
money. They are, therefore, moving 
cautiously and may need more time 
than it would take to put through the 
local San Diego-Yuma line. Certain 
contingencies may indeed prevent the 
accomplishment of thelr designs, but 
the outlook is decidedly encouraging. 

“The men who are interested are able 
financiers and experienced railroad or- 
ganizers. I am not at liberty to make 
their names public, but can vouch for 
their stability and earnestness. 

“The line proposed will have connec- 
tions to enable it to get its share of 
transcontinental business. Several 
railroads are bullding southwestward, 
and the harbor of San Diego is sought 
for as a Pacific port. The agricultural! 
development of the Colorado delta and 
the great mining prosperity of Arizona 
and Northern Mexico have attracted 
the attention of railroad men to this 
route, but the determining factor for 
the new crosa-country road is the Fan 
Diego deep-water harbor.”

PRESIDENT ELIOT/S VIEWS. 


RIGHTS OF THE WORKMAN. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

CAMBRIDGE (Mass.) Nov 23.—In an 
address at a private meeting of the 
Colonial Club of this city, President 
Eliot of Harvard made a comprehen- 
sive statement of his views on labor 
unions. He said that the work of the 
labor unions must be counted among 
the efforts to make the lot of mankind 
more satisfying and happier, and that 
their strength lay in their belief in 
this work as their mission. 

He then enumerated the conditions 
which he designated as humane con- 
ditions of employment—those to which 
laboring men may rightly aspire. First, 
was a rising wage, based on increased 
experience, attainments and age: sec- 
ond, steady employment after adequate 
probation: third, the opportunity for 
the workingman to establish a per- 


enable him to give his employer gener- 
ous service and to take pride in it: 
fifth, the right to a pension on dis- 
ability, which gives throughout life 
relief from one great anxiety, and that 
public consideration which goes with 
a steady job and a _ self-respecting, 
though humble career. These five con- 
ditions of human employment, Presi- 
dent Eliot said. were realized today 
in Harvard University. Plainly, they 
were not realized in the great Ameri- 
can industries employing unskilled la- 
bor, the terms of service were often 
those of “instant dismissal.” An- 
other serious difficulty with American 
employment was that it was spasmodic. 
Complaints from employers were often 
made the ground for dismissal. 

The present antagonism of employ- 
ers and the unions was the fault of 
both parties, but on the whole, the 
former were more to blame. because 
their situation was more comfortable 
and their education superior. The in- 
dustrial community was under many 
Obligations to unions for the evils they 
have mitigated, such as poor sanitary 
condjtions in factories, an unreason- 
able number of hours of. work, child 
labor and the company store. 

- The oligarchy of capital had com- 
bined effectively, and the corresponding 
combination of _ laboring men was 
wholesome check upon that oligarchy.

THE DOUKHUBORS. 


The Story of the Strange People Whose 
Strange Pilgrimage Attracied So Much 
Attention Recently.  . 


FEW weeks ago a picturesque 
band of people trudged along the 
highway which leads to Ottawa. 
They were the Doukubors, religious 
exiles from Russia, who have settled 
in Assiniboia, Northwest Territory, 
Can. Asked where they were going, 
their answer was, “We seek Jesus.” 
As they marched, they chanted a 
weirdly beautiful hymn, a sort of 
Gregorian chant in three parts. 
Their cotton clothing was made in 
a way that proclaimed their foreign 
birth. The bright-colored shirts of the 
women were short and full: gay caps 
showed under the white kerchiefs tied 
over their heads. The men wore dark 
caps with vizors, short coats, baggy 
| pants, and long boots made of soft, 
| wrinkly leather. Little children stum- 
| bled along, clinging to parents’ fin- 
gers, or, tired to the crying point, were 
lifted and carried by strong arms. On 
rude litters were several women with 
tiny babies beside them—babies born 


during the march. A strangely un- 
American company it was. 
The long, hard march over frozen 


ground and with scant protection from 
piercing bitter winds is the Doukhubor 


form of revival. It is an effort to 
' bring back recreant members to the 
faith and to gain converis. With 


many people, the religious emotion de- 
mands some form of expression. With 
| these Russian exiles, an outburst of 
| reiigious excitement under the leader- 
| ship of an evangelist is not sufficient. 
'Sutrering great herdships, they have 
Walked miles, “seeking Jesus.’ The 
people of Canada, not being in sym- 
painy with this form o fanaticism, 
forcibly entrained them and started 
them back toward Assiniboia. 

To the Westerner who once in a 
while thinks about it, Russia seems a 
seething area of discontent, a place 
of sects and struggling . beliefs. 

The loukhubors or “Wrestiers of 
the Spirit’ came into life early in the 
eighteenth century. The first apostie 
of this sect turned up about 1740 In 
}a small village which was then a haunt 
of both Russian and Polish exiles and 
sectarians of all kinds. He was prob- 
ably a retired soldier, possibly a Ger- 
man prisoner. His teachings spread 
YTapidiy at first. The converts were 
| peasants, most of whom were illiter- 
ate. 
| Thougtr strongly impregnated with 
the doctrine is a bold effort 
of unlettered popular thought. It 
teaches that the .divine word speaks 
in every man and that this word is the 
ever-living Christ. The, mysteries ure 
interpreted after the manner of Hegel s 
discipies. It is taught that the incar- 
nation takes place in the life of every 
believer. Christ lives, teaches, suffers, 
resurrects in every Uhristian. Not ad- 
mitting the theory of original sin, they 
believe each man to be responsible for 
his own sins. Like the Quakers, with 
whom they have traits in common, the 
Doukhubors object on religious 
grounds to swearing by oath and to 
war, accepting literally those parts of 
the Bible which forbid one to swear or 
to draw the sword. Some have gone 80 
far as to refuse taxes as well as miii- 


tary service. They reject all class uls- 


tinction as contrary to teachings of 
the gospel! 
This opposition to social laws was

sian governme Those who tried to 
put theory into practice were punished, 
many were knouted and banished, 
others were imprisoned. 

To escape. persecution they decided 
to emigrate to America. About three 
years ago Ivan Machortoff came 4s 
advance agent to arrange for their 
colonization in northern Canada.

About seven thousand emigrants 
have left Russia and established the 
Doukhubor villages near Yorktown, 
Assiniboia. The settlements are com- 
munal; property is held in common, 
and the heavy work is shared by all 
the able-bodied, both men and women, 
They have been much disturbed be- 
cause the Canadian government makes 
the titles of land to individuals instead 
of to the community. 

The houses which they have built in 
the new country are of heavy logs. 
Nearly all have two rooms and are 
plastered outside as well as within. The 
women do much of the heavy work. 
The men cut the logs and put them 
into place and the women do the plas- 
tering. Gay little gardens of sunfiow- 
ers, coreopsis and other hardy plants 
give the piace a cheerful look. 

Their beliefs in regard to animals 
are more than Buddhistic. Not only 
do they think it wrong to kill, but 
many decline to work an animal. De- 
claring that horses have the same 


rights of freedom that belongs to men, | 


they will not harness their horses, but 
drag the plows themselves or bitch the 
women to plows. A visitor to a Doukhu- 
bor village speaks of having seen fgcr- 
teen women hitched to one plow. At 
present the horses and cattie have been 
allowed to roam at iarge and to de- 
stroy well-cultivated fields of grain. 
The men have been dragging their own 
supply wagons. 

At certain seasons mosquitoes are 
especially troublesome in Assinibola. 
The Doukhubor will rot kill them, 
but to protect himesecif from attacks of 
the little pests, he carres a sort of 
lantern, the fumes of whirth*drive the 
mosquito away. The men and women 
wear cot.on clothing, as they will 
not rob the sheep of his natural cov- 
ering. 

The Doukhuber is a very, very strict 
vegetarian. He wi!l not use milk, be. 
lieving it to be wrong to rob cows of 
the nourishment for their young. For 
similar reasons they will not eat eggs. 
Their chief article of food is a Water 
soup made with onions and potatoes. 
A large pot of this soup is piaced on 
a tabie; each member of the family 
takes a wooden spoon from his pocket 


and dips in unti! satisfied. They moke 
mush and a kind of cake from grain oO 
flour and water. The only English 
word many of them know is grease.

ERR KRUPP’S DEATH 
WAS NOT A SUICIDE. 


RUMORS SET AT REST BY PROF. 
BINSWANGER. 


Medical History of the Great Man’s 
Case Discloses That He Had Been in 
Ill Health for Several Years—His Care 


of His Workingmen. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.)} 
BERLIN, Nov. 23.—({By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.} The first assumption that Herr 


Krupp, the great gunmaker, whose 
death was recorded yesterday, com- 
mitted suicide, is yielding to precise 


and abundant testimony to the con- 
trary. Prof. Binswanger, a phystcian 
of the highest reputation, was in the 
apartment adjoining Herr Krupp’s 
sleeping-room when he was stricken, 
Saturday morning, and Dr. Pahl, Herr 
Krupp's family doctor, also was in the 
‘house. They summoned several other 
physicians, and it is regarded as being 
beyond belief that all of them should 
have connived at concealment of the 
cause of death, which they ascribe toa 
stroke of apoplexy, induced, they add 
unofficially, by mental excitement from 
which Herr Krupp was suffering. 
Herr Krupp’s medical history for sev- 
eral years past indicates that he was 
in delicate health. He was asthmatic, 
had a weak heart, and was subject to 
fainting spells. He fell to the ground 
unconscious while in Genoa, several 
years ago, and again while at a dinner 
in a hotel here, eighteen months ago. 
| He had been warned to avoid over-ta- 


tigue and worry. He was at Ham- 
burg, Thursday iast, and at the 
Hamburger Hof it was observed that 


he was in a highly nervous condition 
and scarcely in contre] of himeelf. His 
condition is accounted for by the pres- 
ence of two physicians in the house at 
the time of his death, one of thei be- 
ing Prof. Binswanger. 

Mrs. Krupp was sent for from Jona. 
She is suffering from « bervous malady, 
but was brought to Esson in a special 
train, arriving there this morning. The 
funeral has been fixed for Wednesday. 
Chancellor Von Buelow, all the minis- 
ters and a great number of Other of- 
ticers, following the example of the 
Emperor, have telegraphed their con- 
|'dolences to the widow. Herr Krupp 
‘leaves two daughters, who are at 
school, one named Barbara, aged 
and the second named Bertha, lo years 
of age. Herr Krupp’s favorite study 
was to think out schemes for improv- 
ing the well-being of the lower classes, 
which he applied practically to what

Herr Krupp's father started the sys- 
term of modern dwellines for the work- 
ingman as a matter of expediency, and 
Herr Krupp himself appears to have 
developed them from conviction. and 
in accordance with his ideas. He 
owned 5469 dwellings, each of which, to 
whatever group it belonged, being con- 
structed with variations in the archl- 
tecture to avoid monotony. Each house 
had a front yard, in which were bits 
of ornamental gardening; the outside 
coloring and the interior decorations 
gave a certain esthetic unity, while 
there was plenty of space and light. 

Herr Krupp had also a variety of in- 
stitutions, some of them rather singu- 
lar, such as “bachelor homes” and 
“widowers retreats.” Beside con- 
valescent hospitals and orphanages, he 
had a pension fund for his employés, 
amounting to $4,125,000. He contributed 
last year, as requested by law, $372,000 
to the national insurance fund, and 
gave voluntarily $4,080,000 to other in- 
surance funds. Notwithstanding his 
benevolent interests, he was an auto- 
crat In the management of his con- 
cerns. He was almost unknown by 
sight to his workmen, and rarely vis- 
ited the works or even his offices. He 
spent several months each year on the 
Island of Capri, and managed his gun- 
works, roliing mills, tron mines and 
shipyards by letters and telegrams. 

Unlike his father, Herr Kru took 
no interest in the technical sid@of his 
business, yet in fifteen years he more 
than doubled the fortune which he in- 
herited. Since their foundation the Es- 
sem factories have turned out 41,000 
pieces of artiliery. Herr Krupp _re- 
sented being called the “Cannon King,” 
and he said that half of all the output 
of his works was civilizing products, 
such as railway and merchant-ship ma- 
terial and estructural steel.

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GOLD AND SILVER FIGURES. 


HE United States led the world in 

gold production last year, according 

to the fixures presented by Direc- 
tor of the Mint Roberts in his report 
on the production of the precious 
metals for the calendar year 1901. The 
total amount of gold produced during 
the year was valued at $263,274,700 and 
the production of silver was valued at 
$104,999,100. The production was dis-

As will be seen 
by comparing the figures given above 
for the different countries, the United 
States produced more gold than Aus- 
tralasia, the only country that ap- 
Proached its record, by nearly $1,800,000. 
Canada was third in the list with a 
value of $24,128,500, and Russia fourth 
with a total of $22,850,900. The only 
other country with a total in excess of 
$10,000,000 wae Mexico with a total of 
$10,284,800. Armong the siiver-produc- 
ing countries, Mexico led with a prod- 
uct having a commercial vatue of 
$34,593,900. The United States was not 
far behind with a value of $35,128,490. 
Australasia was third at a long inter- 
val, its production amounting to 87,- 
$29,500, and after it followed in order, 
Bolivia. Chile, Peru, Germany and 
Canada. 

The United Kingdom was the lead- 
ing importer and the leading exporter 
of gold, as appears from the following

GERMAN FORESTS. 
Under the Protection of the Law. 

In the preservation, development, and 
economical management of forests, the 
Germans, perhaps, excel any other na- 
tion. The Government, as wel! as the 
people, recognize that forests have not 
onily a commercial worth, but a na- 
tional economic value of utmost im- 
portance. The German forests, as a 
rule, are free from weeds, undergrowth, 
warhouts and dead and decayed wood. 
High stumps are a rarity; the trees 
are sawed about six or twelve inches 
from the ground. Worn ground is 
used for setting o.it saplings; in many 
instances, these tracts are surrounded 
by a single wire fence, and at several 
places are marked with signboards 
bearing such words as “Schonung 1900,” 
meaning “protected (by law) 1900,” this 
being the year in which the trees were 
planted. 

Large forests are usually under the 
Care of foresters. The general duties 
of a forester are: 

(1.) To protect the forest against 
damage by persons in the way of steal- 
ine. cutting or unwarranted trespass- 


(2.) To protect against the rava 
of hares, deer, rabbits, insects or coher 
animals; to prevent illegal hunting— 
acting, as it were, in the capacity of 
game wardens. 

(3.) To cause the destruction of 
weeds and other injurious undergrowth. 

(4.) To devise means against frosts, 
fires, washouts, winds, etc. 

.) To supt¥intend the cutting and 
removing of weed. 


AUTOMOBILES ABROAD. 


Reports by United States Consuls. 

Reports on the automobile trade in 
foreign countries have been made by 
the various consular officers of the 
United States. 

Austria has about 1000 machines, 
most of them French. The home in- 
dustry has retrograded. 

Belgium has considerable export 
trade in automobiles, which are made 
under Frencn patents. 

Denmark has but four machines in 
use. 

France is shipping automobiles to al! 
parts of the world. One concern has 
orders amounting to 84823,000. for de- 
livery in 1904. There are more than 
30,000 horseless vehicles in use in th» 
Paris consular district. 

British manufacturers being unable 
to meet the demand have advanced 
prices. 

In Italy most of the purchases are 
made in France, but t are some 
American machines. 

In the Netherlands French and Bel- 
gian machines are used. 

Russia has one factory which makes 
naphthu tomobiles. The roads of 
that country discourage the sale of ve- 
hicles. 

Greece has but two machines. 

Spain has four factories, and an im- 
port duty igh enough to protect 
them. 

The number of automobiles in Can- 
ada is very small indeed, and the State 
of Mexico has about fifty. 

ALCOHOL MOTORS. | 
Advantages Over Steam Engincs. 
The recent agricultural fair at Halle 

has shown the wonderful strides that 
Germany has made within the last 
eighteen months in alcohol motors. The 
spirit for fuel purposes contains about 
$0 per cent. of pure alcohol and ts fur- 
nished all over Germany at 5 cents a 
quart. 

The great advantages of a spirit mo- 
tor over the ordinary steam engine 
are that it +s always ready fow use, 
without preliminary warming up; it 
can be filled, oiled, and started in from 
two to three minutes; there is no con- 


stant supplying of coal and water, and. 


no danger of fire or explosion: no ner- 
mits are required from government au- 
thorities, and there is no compulsory 
inspection: the spirit 1 easily obtain- 
able in ail districts: there is no smoke 
or emell: and the weight of a pertabie 
spirit motor Is about one-half that of 
a portable steam engine of cqual 
power.

Dr. Strohm Has Been Looking Into 
the Agricultural and Industrial Doings 
of the Southern Californians with 
Due Admiration. 


Dr. Oscar Strohm, a representative 
of the Swedish government, has been 
in Los Angeles the past week, making 
observations. 

That is Dr. Strohm’s business. He is 
employed merely to make notes and 
report the same to the governmental 
oftices of the country from which he 
came. During the past month he has 
been quietly touring Southern Cali- 
fornia, taking in, not its large towns 
and generally advertised points of in- 
terest, but the smaller places, the agri- 
cultural districts, the fruit ranches, 
and other places of industry and com- 
merce.

To a Times reporter 
he said: “My position is one of the 
unique ones in which every nation 
places a few men who have seen the 
world, and who are supposed to have 
wide experience and -good eyes and 
ears. 

“lt am not an ambassador of any 
sort, nor do | have any ministerial 
powers. Neither am I that mysterious 
person known as the ‘Secret Service 
man'—I am not engaged on any sort 
of detective hunt, sad consequently, I 
have nothing to conceal. 

“Wise men, know, however, that all 
knowledge is not given to any man or 
“any race, and consequently, my peo- 
ple of the northern country like to 
know what is going on in other coun- 
tries, and especially in ‘the new world.’ 
The American people are a very pro- 
gressive clase, und I thnk I have 
gained a great many valuable bita of 
information by etudying thelr work 
and their methods.

FOR COURSERS. 


FLEETEST DOGS TO BE REWARDED 
BY MAMMOTH SUM. 


Coursing Men Want the Rabbit-catch- 


ers to Appear in Olympian Games at 
Chicago — Prominent Dog Owners 
Favor Plan. 


[San Francisco Chronicle:}] It will 
be of great interest to coursing men 
to learn that a mammoth interna- 
tional stake is contemplated by the 
committee which has charge of the 
Olympian games to be held in Chicago 
during the month of September, 1904. 
George MacEwen Maleolm, s«cretary 
of the California Coursing Committee, 
made a special trip to Chicago during 
his recent visit to the Kast, and called 
on H. J. Furber, Jr.. who is president 
of the Vlympian Games Committee, 
with the idea of sreeing whether cours- 


ing could be tncluded in the carnival 
of sports. He was deiiehted to find 
that such a move had already been 


contemp.ated by the persons in charre. 

As in ali the other branches of sport. 
the comumittee favors making the stake 
an pffair of -importance wherever 
hounds are raced after the elusive 
hare. As the date is so far distant, 
no details have heen completed, but 
the icea was to put up a substantial 
amount for a purse and ark dog own- 
ers for a $200 entrance fee. Communi- 
cation has been started with promi- 
nen: Enclish owners, and such we!l!- 
known sportsm:n es the Duke of Leeds 
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and the brothers Fawcett are enthu- 
siastif over the plan. The latter firm 
has won the English Waterioo three 
years in succession, the last time with 
Farndon Fairy, and is the possessor 
of the finest kennel of greyhounds in 
the world. It will be remembered that 
J. H. Rosseter bought the famous cam- 
paigner For Freedom from this kennel. 
The Duke of Leeds has also had prom- 
inent dogs in the Waterlvo, his Lapel 
and Lavisaly Clothed having been the 
runners-up at two of the stakes. 

Furber said that he would like to 
interest Australian leashmen in the 
enterprise, and his plan was simplified 
during the week by the arrival in San 
Francisco of Freeman Lioyd of Sydney. 
Lioyd is an authority on hounds in the 
colonies, and was brought over here 
by the management of the Philadel- 
phia dog show for the purpose of judg- 
ing the sporting class. He was of the 
opinion that Australia would take as 
many nominations in such an event as 
the committee cared to allot. 

During his brief stay here, Lioyd 
visited Union Park and pronounced it 
the finest coursing grounds in the 
world, not barring the famous Kemp- 
ton Park in England. In looking over 
the hounds, picked Roman Athiete to 
be the most “narrow-fronted” dog he 
ever saw. Explaining the ex ion, 
he said that Rosseter’s Water win- 
ner was the highest type of bench 
greyhound, and this statement Was 
made without knowing the identity of 
the white fiyer.

STREET CLEANING.

In my last article of the sweepers’ | 
equipment I alluded to a two-wheeled | 
bag carrier and jute bags. I would 
call the attention of the public to this | 
part of the street sweeper’s outfit and | 
, its use. The jute bag is held open by |

| Wagon. The dirt as it is swept up is 
| shoveled at once into the bag. AS soon 
bun the bag is filled, it is removed and 


securely tied. It is left on the curb 

until the cart comes along and takes | 
/it. These filled bags are allowed to : 
remain but a few minutes to obstruct 
the sidewalk. Readers have doubtless 
observed and barked thelr ehins 
, against those dirty abominations which 
obstruct our down-town sidewalks: 1 
, allude to the large tin square recepta- 

cles into which the sweepings are put. 

They stand day in and day out on the 
curbs, a smelling, foul obstruction in 
the path of the pedestrian. I am glad | 
to call attention to this particular nui- 
sance, for it does seem that we might 
get up enough public sentiment to have 
the boxes removed. 

After talking to one of the candidates 
for Street Superintendent, I fear we 
are going to have a tough time to get 
clean streets. Not that either of them 
would not clean the streets if he were 
allowed, but it seems that under the 
present charter the Street Superintend- 
ent is at the mercy of the City Coun- 
ceil. This fact but emphasizes my 
statement that the public must be ed- 
ucated. Civic pride must be aroused. 
People must be made to appreciate 
that clean strects mean not only an 
externally attractive town, but what is 
more important, a healthy one. Could 
such an interest as Col. Waring stirred 
in New York be worked up here, the 
candidates for office would be made to 
declare themselves and forced to con- 
sider the public good instead of their 
own selfish ends,and the pockets of 
the contractor. I was talking to a 
cundidate for City Councilman, and 
asked him if he would not use his in- 
fluence against the abominable contract 
system, but I could get not a direct 
word from him. He gave me a lot of 
talk about his “constiteoents” and 
that the man that worked for the 
party should be rewarded, etc., ete. 
The rights of the public and his duty 
in the matter never had entered his 
brain. Personally, I have been amaged, 
since I began writing these articles, at 
the utter indifference of some men to 
whom I have spoken as to starting a 
movement here for clean streets, clean 
lots, the proper removal of garbage, 
waste and ashes. On the other hand, I 
hove heard many words of approval of 
the course of The Times tn taking up 
this vitally-important matter.

For New Parish House. 


EAN WILKINS of St. Paul's Pro- 

Cathedral announced yesterday his 

purpose to begin at once a canvass 
for funds to complete the amount nec- 
essary to restore the burned parish 
house of St. Paul's on a larger and 
more complete scale, including many 
facilities for carrying on the work of 
an institutional church.

To the Discontented American. 


Rev. George Thomas Dowling, D.D., 
said yesterday at Christ Episcopal 
Church, during the delivery of the.

“And I am, as sure as I am that I 
stand in this pulpit, that that problem 
will be solved, for its solution has 
already commenced. It is true, As 
De Tocqueville warned us more than 
fifty years ago, we have perils ahead 
of us, resulting from the undue con- 
centration of wealth. Listen, for cx- 
ample to this fact. One hundred and 
twenty-five families in this country 
own one-half of ail our national 
wealth. That means this: There are} 
more than seventy millions of us in 
the United States, and these 125 fam- 
lilies own as much of our wealth as all 
the other seventy million people com- 
bined. That is not right. That I!s 
not a just division of property, aecord- 
ing to the labor—performed. Something | 
has gone into private wealth which | 

common- 
wealth. But I shall refer to that more 
fully. when, in a future discourse, I 
speak to you of the rights of man.

Upon Peter was con- | 
ferred the privilege+ of opening the | 
kingdom also to the gentile world, 
which he did by preaching the gospel 
to the household of Cornelius, when 
the same blessings upon the same con- 
ditions were declared. 

“It was by declaring to men the con- 
ditions of the divine forgiveness and 
thus speaking the divine mesenage and 
by divine authority that Peter, bind- 
ing upon men the conditions of obedi- 
ence to God, was ratified by God and 
thus bound in heaven. When the 
aposties spoke under the direction of 
the Holy Spirit they spoke with the 
authority of God. As the representa- 
tives of the great head of the church 
their action was ratified by God. This 
authority in the church is just as su- | 
preme as in the days of their earthly 
lives. Their teaching was committed 
to the sacred record and therein is 
found the source of all authority in re- 
ligious matters. It is for this reason 
that the scriptures are authorotative in 
church work and teaching today. There 
is no hint in the Bible that this au-} 
thority of the aposties of Jesus was 
ever transmitted to any successor.

Miss Howell becume very hysterical 
over her arrest, and her sister accom- 
panied her to the jail and remained 
with her all night in order to quiet her 
nerves. The women were made as com- 
fortabie as possible in the woman's 
ward of the bastile, and Sheriff Ham- 
mel personally saw that they did not 
suffer for any comfort that he could 
afford them. 

Detective Saphir, although indignant 
over the turn in affairs, took his in- 
earceration as a joke in one respect. 
He ts one of Sherif! Hammel’s deputies 
by brevet, and it struck him as a 
little bit ludicrous that the Sheriff 
should be called upon to lock up a 
member of his own official family. 
Saphir dined with the jailers and che! 
trusties and was a prisoner only in 
name. 

QUITE A CONTRAST. 

“Bryson's treatment of us is quite 
in contrast with our leniency. toward 
him,” said Detective Saphir lust night. 
“We showed him every courtesy. He 
begged, with tears in his eyes, that 
we should not lock him up at the 
time of his arrest. Mr. Engstrom of- 
fered me his check for $109,000 as a 
guarantee that Bryson would be pro- 
duced when wanted, if he was allowed 
his liberty. I told him his word was 
good enough for me, and I also told 
Bryson’s father that I would let his 
son go on parole if he would give his 
word that he would be in court when 
w@ited. Bryson now repays this kind- 
ness by having me arrested on a 
trumptd-up charge, at such a time as 
bail cannot be given, so that I must 
umlergo the humility of sleeping be- 
hind the bars. Worst of all he causes 
the woman whom he has basely be- 
trayed and deceived in the most 
shameful way, to be thrust into prison 
on a bogus charge of extortion. Well. 
we'll see who suffers the most for 
this. Bryson is not yet.out of the 
woods.” 

Saphir says he hhs not done any- 
thing in connection with the case that 
could, by any stretch of the imagina- 
tion, be construed as burglary. The 
money given Miss Howell by Bryson, 
Saphir says, was not exacted of him. 
He gave it to her to pay her and his 
expenses to Little Rock, Ark., whither 
he promised to accompany her and 
help to recover her child, of which he 
is the alleged father and abductor. 
Of the $425 received, she gave back to 
him at his request, $100 to buy 
clothes, and the rest she tendered to 
his attorney and to him in person, 
when he changed his mind about going 
with her, but he would not take it 
back, as the extortion story was a}- 
ready cooked up. 

Miss Howell denies that she has ever 
demanded money of Bryson. All she 
wants of him, she says, is her baby. 
She spurns his cash. 

Judge McKinley will accompany the 
prisoner to Oxnard this morning, as 
counsel. The services of ex-State 
Senator Orestes Orr of Ventura have 
also been engaged by telegraph, in 
behalf of the defendants in the ex- 
tortion and burelary cases.

Three Vicious Clubs 
Need Attention. 


Just One Way to Drive 
Customers Off. 


The “Pickwick,” “Republican 
Athietic” and the “Alpha” 
All Same Sort.

Ask the officers who have patrolled 
the East First street, the North or 
South Los Angeles street or the San 
Pedro-street beats within the past year 
and they will all agree that the negro 
dives known as clubs are about as hard 
a proposition as they can call to mind. 

There are three of these clubs, all 
much alike, all places of resorts for 
rowdies. In addition to the Pickwick, 
there are the Alpha, which is on the 
Same street, and the “Republican Ath- 
letic Club” on Second street between 
Los Angeles and San Pedro streets, but 
the Pickwick is the worst of the three, 
and that it has not been closed long ago 
is a matter of wonder to those who 
know what kind of a hole it Is. 

Some idea of how bad the place is 
may be had from the fact that it is 
conducted by the notorious Lou Simp- 
son. Everybody who knows anything 
about police history in Los Angeles 
knows what kind of a character Lou 
Simpson is. He it was who run the 
infamous Manhattan Club on North 
Los Angeles street until about a year 
ago, when it was put out of business 
by the police. The Manhattan was a 
place where negroes, tough whites, 
white and colored prostitutes assem- 
bled, caroused, drank, gambled and 
worse until even the merchants on that 
street, who are never there at night, 
demanded that it be closed, and it was 
closed. Raiding it did no good, for by 
the time a policeman appeared quiet 
would be restored within and there 
would be little evidence upon which to 
secure convictions. The police then 
took another tack. A uniformed of- 
ficer was stationed at the door, and 
no matter who entered, his or her name 
was taken. Tough as were the patrons 
of the place they did not like the idea 
of the police thus keeping tab on them 
and the result was that Simpson's bust- 
—. was ruined and he closed his 
u ‘wag 

He went to work for a time, much to 
the amazement of those who knew and 
asseciated with him. For months he 
worked at hod-carrying, but that vo- 
cation, even at $4 per day, was not to 
his liking, so several months ago he 
opened the Pickwick Club. This time 
he was more careful as to whom he 
admitted into his quarters. He has 
around him a following of negroes, some 
of them ex-convicts, and with their as- 
sistance he has been running his joint 
more quietly than he did the Manhat- 
tan Club. It is not difficult for an of- 
ficer to get into this dive, but before 
he is admitted all evidences of what 
is being done are removed. In China-

The very class which frequents the 
club is almost evidence that gambling 
is carried on there. Those who are 
“wise to the club methods can pro- 
cure drinks there at any hour. It can- 
not be dented that drinks are sold there, 
for the place has a government liquor 
license. Simpson respects Uncle Sam's 
laws, but those of the State and coupty 
are dead letters so far as he is cOn- 
cerned. 

The Alpha Club is another dive of 
the same kind and frequented by much 
the same characters. It is conducted 
by the Thomas brothers, who have 
not made such a bold bid for notoriety 
as has Simpson, but with the kind of 
place they have charge of it is only a. 
matter of time until they will become 
as well and unfavorably known. The 
Republican Athletic Club uses that 
name merely for political effect and 
because of fancied security for political 
reasons. It is a place where drinking 
and crap shooting are about the only 
athletic training indulged in by the 
members and visitors. 

“These places are a disgrace to the 
colored race in Los Angeles,” said a 
well-known colored man, one prom/i- 
nent in politics, last night. “We do not 
khow why they are permitted to do 
business. § know I speak for the re- 
spectable portion of the colored popula- 
tion of the city when I say that such 
places should not be tolerated in any 
city no mater who keeps them.

23.—On account of 
ill health, Rev. Lucien H. Frary, D. 
D.. for the past eleven years pastor of 
Pilgrim Congregational! Church here, 
has been compelled to tender his resi¢- 
nation, which was read at the church 
service this morning. Although Dr. 
Frary has been suffering from throat 
trouble, and did not preach last Sun-. 
day and was not present today, the 
pulpit being filled by Rev. Goodell of 
Pasadena, it wag thought that he was 
only temporarily incapacitated, there- 
fore his resignation came as a shock 
ie The members of the 
co egation, by whom the pastor is 
much beloved, were visibly affected. 

In the communication fo the church 
Dr. Frary deeply regretted the neces- 
sity of the severance of the relation 
which he has so long and pleasantly 
sustained here, and wished it distinctly 
understood that ill health alone com- 
pelied his action. He urged acceptance 
of his resignation, to go into effect 
December 30, until which time Prof. D. 
H. Colcord of Pomona College will sup- 
ply the pulpit. 

Dr. Frary has been one of the most 
active and best-known Congregational! 
clergymen in California, and during his 
pastorate, the Pomona church has ai- 
tained a remarkable growth, as weil as 
becoming one of the banner churches 
in Southern Caljfornia for missionary 
and benevolent work.

INY CLAMS RETURN 


TO LONG BEACH. 


HAVE COME AGAIN AFTER LONG, 
MYSTERIOUS ABSENCE. 

Big Ciams ere Becoming Very Scarce. 
Favorable Results cf Drift Fishing, 


Sale of Close-in Property—Rehears- 
ing for Thanksgiving Cantata. 


LONG BEACH, Nov. %.-—They have 
come again-—the little clams-—-and from 
the many busheis of them gathered 
on the beach are made gallons and gal- 
lons of broth which the epicures de- 
clare is the superlative of food deli- 
cacies of the sea. 

The clams are tiny. The largest of 
them do not exceed the size of the «nd of 
one’s thumb. They may be gathered 


on the beach at low tide. They are 
collected with hoes or rakes and the 
mud which is accumulated with them 
is separated by wasning the clams 


in a box with a wire sereen boitom. 

The tiny bivalves were plentiful for 
many years till about two years ago, 
when they disappeared. Their disap- 
pearance was the subject of much 
scientific discugsion, but pone of the 
theories ofiered in explanation of the 
phenomensh seemed to be satisfac- 
tory. 

About two months ago it was ob- 
served that they were breeding again 
in this vicinity and now they are 
plentiful. Youngsters about town 
turn many odd nickels by suppiylaig 
the clams to jLouselOluers. 

The little shei.eu fellows are first 
put in coid, fiesh water, waich cause: 


them to open and eject waat B8.0¢d 
they contain. Then a broth is made 
from them and when it is liberally 


treated with milk and butter, a product 
which is declared fit for the gods is 
turned wut. 

Fishermen are complaining of the 
scareity of the big clams, whkh are 
used for bait for anglers. A few years 
avo that kind of ciams was not dit- 
ficult to obtain, but the demand fo. 
them has been so great that they have 
been gathered move rapidly than taney 
have been produced and they are how 
scarce. 

Some of the fishermen are arguing 
the need of protective legislation. It 
is said that during the spawning sea- 
son the big clams usually gather in 
groups and that at such times u 
dozen or 860 of them may be founa 
within a few feet of a given point. I) 
is thought that if the taking of ther 
were prohibited during the spawning 
season the supply would not be di- 
minished nearly so rapidly. 

DRIFT FISHING.

SAN PEDRO FISHERMAN TO PROS- 
ECUTE BOYCOTTERS. 


Threats of Injury Sent Through the 
Mails and Signed by the Would-be 
Union Dictator to bs Mage Basis of 
Action at Law. 


SAN PEDRO, Nov. 22.—“Boss” (Z. 
W.) Craig, the labor union trouble- 
breeder, has appended his signature to 
a document addressed to a local fish- 
erman that may cost him a goodly sum 
of money, if not a term.in the peni- 
tentiary. It is a threat of a boycott 
signed by Craig. 

Because Peter Borsich, 4 local fisher- 
man, has entered into a contract with 
A. K. Marusch, proprietor of the Union 
Fish Company. to furftiish th: latter 
with fish at a certain price, Craig and 
his union have addressed a communica- 
tion to Borsich informing him that the 
contract is unlawful, avd that if the 
contract is not thrown up by the next 
meeting of the union (Friday) both 
parties Will be thoroughly boycotted. 

On an American Feveration of Labor 
letter head, the text of the threatening 
message tt as follows: 

Fishermen's Protective Union, No. 


SAN PEDRO, Nov. 15, 1902. 
Mr. Peter Borsich—Dear Sir: By a 
unanimous vote of this union, I am in- 
structed to inform you that your so- 


called contract with A. K. Maruech 
is not a contract at all, and will not 
hold in law. for the reason that no 
penalty is attached for violation of 
the same by elther party. and furthe, 
that ther is no econsideraHion men- 
tioned in the same Further. it. is be- 
lieved by the union that this paper is 


of very recent date, and drawn for the 
purpose of avoiding adherence to the 
union scale of price. You are there- 
fore notified that if you do net throw 
up this so-called contract by the next 
meeting of this union, and give for- 
mal notice to that effect, that both 
yourself and the market mentioned wiil 
be thoroughly boycotted. 

[Signed] Z. W. CRAIG, Secretary. 
Marusch is now in possession of the 
letter. He says he will prosecute Craig 
to the full extent of the law for piac- 
ing his name at the bottom of such a 
document, and if the threat of the 
union is carried out he will institute 
suite against every individual member 
of the organization. He is determined 
in his purpose, and yesterday went to 
Los Angeles, where he engaged the 
services of Theodore D. Reymert, Esq., 
az counsel. 

“I shall not permit those fellows to 
dictate to me,” said Marusch to a 
Times reporter, “and if Craig and his 
following carry. out their threat I shall 
use every means to bring them to jus- 
tice. My contract with Borsich was 
made November 15, 1901, and is binding 


until November 15, 1903. It is perfectly 
satisfactory to both parties, and for | 
that reason there should be no cause | 
for interference.” 

By the terms of the contract, Borsich 
egrees to furnish the Union Fish Com- 
pany with 2000 pounds of fish per week. 
for which he is to receive 2% cents per 
pound between the months of Augcust 1 
and January 1, and 2 cents per pound 


between the months of January 1 and 
August 1, of cach year, until contract | 


expires. The union scale of price is 3 
cents per pound. When Borsich and | 
Marusch entered into their contract | 


there was no union among the fisher. | 
men, and so they have never complied 
vith the unplon scale. In‘his communi- 
ation, Craig states that the contract 
is believed by the union to be of very 
recent date, to avoid adherence to the 
union scaie. Marusch denies this «harge 
emphatically, and says that he can give 
proof to the contrary. 

Since the organization of the Fisher- 
men's Union a little over a year ago,. 
there has been much trouble—not with 
the fishermen and the dealers, but with 
just such fellows as Craig, who are ever 
trying to stir up a controversy. No 
later than last year, when several 
Japanese combined and opened a fish 
market on Alameda street in Los An- 
geles, did Craig give orders to Marusch 
and other dealers to the effect that they 
should not sell to the Japanese, under 
penalty of a boycott. Since that time 
he has caysed a mix-up among the fish- 
ermen, and even they, as union mem. 
bers, willl not sanction his latest move. 
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everywhere, or sent by mail.

When the principals’ meeting was 
heid, a week ago last Saturday, in- 
structions were given by the Supevin- 
tendent, which resulted in full ex- 
Pianations to the school children re- 
garding the fund. After a good dea! 
of thought and worriment, it was de- 
cided by Superintendent Foshay and 
the principals to give the children 
themselves the authority to determine 
what shall be done with the money. 

Many suggestions have been made 
relative to its disposition, and from 
these, five were accepted as being the 


‘most worthy. 


One is to return the money to the 
schools, each pupil receiving § the 
amount that it gave originally, iess 
the 5 per cent. commission deducted 
by the custodian. Another is to devote 
it to the enlargement and improve- 
ment of the children's playgrounds. 
‘Still another is to bestow the money 
on the McKinley Industrial Home. 
The News and Working Boys’ Home 
has been mentioned as a very worthy 
recipient, and the Children's Hospital 
fs a candidate. 

Several of the schools have already 
voted, but the results have not yet 
been disclosed. On Thursday and Fri- 
day last the High School pupils did 
their balloting, some rooms voting one 
way and some another. 

It is impossible to predict how the 
voting will result, but so far as the 
sentiment can be learned it looks as 
if the youthful voters will pass their 
own immediate interests up and he- 
stow the money on one of the three 
inétitutions named.

ONE CARLOAD OF SPOILED FOWL 
ESCAPED HIS EYE. 


— 


Fifteen Thousand Pounds of Frozen 
Thanksgiving Birds Due to Arrive 
Here Today—How They Are Killed, 
and Shipped. 


“Be careful where you buy your | 
Thanksgiving turkey,” say the meat | 
dealers this season, 

The fact that Meat Inspector Hughes 
has just condemned 4400 pounds of 
chickens, 2342 pounds of turkeys and 
fifty pounds of ducks, al! shipped here 
dressed from the East, emphasizes this 
warning. 

This does not mean that you should 
not enjoy a tender chilled eastern | 
turkey for dinner on Thursday. It 
simply means that some turkeys in the | 
refrigerator are better than others, and | 
some a great deal worse. 

“People should be careful this year 
in purchasing chilled turkeys,” said a 
large downtown dealer yesterday, ‘“‘be- 
cause these fow! are scarce, and there- 
fore doubtful consignments are more 
easily placed on the market. But this 
warning is not meant to scare any 
one. It is the easiest thing in the 
world to tell a good dressed turkey 
from a doubtful one, just with a glance 
of the eye, or a touch of the hand. The 
large consignment that was condemned 
was held by the railroad too long in 
transit, without sufficient icing. There 
is no turkey equal to the chilled meat 
shipped from the Middle West, when. 
it is properly treated by the railroad. 
The local product could not supply a 
hundredth of the Thanksgiving de- 
mand. The retail price for turkeys 
this season will be 25 cents per pound, 

The turkeys that are sold by the 
Middle West farmers to the large ship- 
ping concerns are killed and stripped 


at almost the same moment. They 
are hung in long rows alive. The 
“killer” passes down the line and 
sticks an exceedingly sharp knife into 
their mouths, piercing the brain. Im- 
mediately the feathers droop, as_ life 
expires, and the man quickly strips 


them from the body, without the use 
of water. ‘The fowls are then chilled 
in the icehouse, and packed for ship- | 
ment. 

The consignment which has just been 
condemned was not a special Thanks- 
giving; lot, but a regular weekly ship- 
ment, it is said. The first real Thanks- 
giving lots are expected in today, and 
one firm alone will receive 15,000 
pounds of dressed Kansas turkeys. 

Tt is said that a carload of “doubt- 
ful” fowls has escaped the officials, and 
has been placed on the market here.
